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Third payment due date 
for land tax is Monday! 


ORANJESTAD - The Aruba 
Tax Office has issued its publi¬ 
cation informing the general 
public of the due date for the 
third payment of all local land 
taxes. The official due date is 
September 30, 2012; however, 
because this date falls on a Sun¬ 
day, they have moved the due 
date up to Monday, October 1st. 

Invoices for 2012 land 
taxes are dated July 27, 2012 
and persons can choose to pay 
the amount in full or in incre¬ 
ments of four. According to the 
law, the first and second due 
period is one month after re¬ 
ceiving the bill, which was Au¬ 
gust 27th, 2012. The third and 
fourth pay periods fall on Sep¬ 
tember 30, 2012 and Decem¬ 
ber 31, 2012. For the third 
payment, clients are required 
to pay 25% of the invoiced 
amount. So that by October 
1 st, the client must have paid 
75% of the invoiced bill. This 
is for those clients who do not 
have a special payment 
arrangement with the Tax Of¬ 
fice. 

Payment Arrangement: 

Those having financial dif¬ 
ficulty can request a special 
payment arrangement for a 12 
month payment plan. For a 
payment plan longer than 12 
months will require the consid¬ 
eration and approval of one of 
the tax specialists at the Tax 
Office. 


Possible Restitution: 

In the event the client is ex¬ 
pecting restitution from a pre¬ 
vious payment, and wishes to 
credit this to his outstanding 
invoice, the following condi¬ 
tions apply: 

1. he must submit a written 
petition with a calculation of 
what will be the size of the ex¬ 
pected restitution 

2. he must have submitted 
all income tax return forms up 
to and including 2011 

This petition will be duly 
evaluated and if honored, the 
client will pay the invoice 
when the definite income tax 
returns invoice is issued show¬ 
ing that there will be restitu¬ 
tion. In such case the 
restitution will be deducted 
from the land tax invoice. 

In the event of non-payment: 

In the event a client does 
not pay according to the time 
line or does not pay the re¬ 
quired amount, the Tax Office 
may insist full payment be 
made immediately after the 
payment due date. Hence, it is 
important to make payment in 
accordance with the law. This 
will prevent any unnecessary 
inconveniences.

Being the largest and most 
powerful economic sector can 
result in the consequences and 
contributions being significant. 
A annual visitor increase of 


nearly 30 over the last ten 
years, puts enormous strain on

million kilos a year. He is 
heartened that the large resorts 
have made the effort to con¬ 
centrate on energy and ecology 
saving practices.

5.7% growth, while the 
Caribbean had only 3.9% and 


the world 4.6%. In regards to 
receipts for 2011, Aruba shows 
an increase of 8.6%, while the 
Caribbean only 1.3% and the 
entire world for tourism earn¬ 
ings, 3.9% growth. 

ATA department heads 
Melanie Kelly, Guido Picus 
and Gloria Vega, explained 
how their department’s updated 
strategies for the coming year 
will contribute to the whole. 
The rundown ended with the 
plan of expenditures in various 
the markets of U.S., Latin 
America and Europe for 2013.

Abbas seeks super observer 
status for Palestinians 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
President Mahmud Abbas 
sought a new super observer 
UN status yesterday for Pales¬ 
tinians as he condemned Is¬ 
rael's settlement campaign in 
the occupied territories as "eth¬ 
nic cleansing." 

One year after his emo¬ 
tional bid for full membership 
of the United Nations, Abbas 
returned to the UN General 
Assembly to warn that Israel's 
tactics were a sign that it "re¬ 
jects the two-state solution." 

He called on the UN Secu¬ 
rity Council to pass a binding 
resolution setting out a path to 
end the two-year deadlock in 
talks between the Palestinians 
and Israel. 

Israel's Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu dismissed 
the speech as "libelous." Abbas 
also faced condemnation from 
the Hamas government in 
Gaza. But the Palestinian 
leader earned a new standing 
ovation from the UN audience. 

The Palestinians' bid for 
full UN membership has been 
blocked at the Security Coun¬ 
cil by the United States. So 
Abbas returned to seek a more 
modest strengthening of the 
Palestinians' existing UN ob¬ 
server status. 

He said he would seek a 
vote at the UN General Assem¬ 
bly in the coming months to 
approve Palestine as a "non¬ 
member state of the United 



Nations." 

As a permanent Security 
Council member, the United 
States can veto any council 
resolution backing full mem¬ 
bership for the Palestinians. 

But no country can block a 
resolution in the General As¬ 
sembly, where an overwhelm¬ 
ing majority of the 193 mem¬ 
bers states would back Abbas. 

"We are confident that the 
vast majority of the countries 
of the world support our en¬ 
deavor, aimed at salvaging the 
chances for a just peace," 
Abbas said. 

Direct Israel-Palestinian ne¬ 
gotiations have been frozen for 
two years. Abbas refuses talks, 
while Israel continues to build 
and approve new Jewish settle¬ 
ments. 

The United States con¬ 
demns the Israeli construction 
but protects its close ally from 
UN criticism. 

"Developments over the 
past year have confirmed what 
we have persistently drawn at¬ 
tention to and warned of: the 
catastrophic danger of the racist 
Israeli settlement of our coun¬ 
try, Palestine," Abbas said, lash¬ 
ing out at "attacks by terrorist 
militias of Israeli settlers." 

He said the new settlements 
and in and around Jerusalem 
and demolition of Palestinian 
homes are "a campaign of eth¬ 
nic cleansing against the Pales¬ 
tinian people."

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
Defense Secretary Leon 
Panetta said yesterday the 
deadly assault on a US con¬ 
sulate in Libya was a planned 
"terrorist" attack but that it re¬ 
mained unclear if Al-Qaeda 
had a hand in the incident. 

President Barack Obama's 
administration has offered va¬ 
ried explanations as to who 
may have been behind the Sep¬ 
tember 11 attack on the Ame¬ 
rican diplomatic mission in 
Benghazi, drawing criticism 
from Republican opponents 
weeks before a US presidential 
election. 

Panetta, repeating Secretary 
of State Hillary Clinton's com¬ 
ments on Wednesday, said the 
assault was a "terrorist attack" 
and also suggested that it took 
days for the US government to 


conclude extremists had 
launched an orchestrated as¬ 
sault. 

"As we determined the de¬ 
tails of what took place there, 
and how that attack took place, 
that it became clear that there 
were terrorists who had 
planned that attack, and that's 
when I came to that conclu¬ 
sion," he said. "It took a while 
to really get some of the feed¬ 
back from what exactly hap¬ 
pened at that location." 

Some Republican lawma¬ 
kers have alleged that the 
Obama administration knew 
almost immediately afterward 
that Al-Qaeda was involved in 
the Benghazi attack, which 
killed the US ambassador to 
Libya and three of his staff. 

But Panetta said it was too 
soon to say whether Al-Qaeda 


or Al-Qaeda-linked groups had 
a role in the incident. 

"As to who was involved, 
what specific groups were in¬ 
volved, I think the investiga¬ 
tion that is ongoing hopefully 
will determine that," said the 
former CIA director. 

The US military's top offi¬ 
cer, General Martin Dempsey, 
told the same press conference 
that there had been no warning 
of a direct threat to the Ameri¬ 
can mission in Benghazi be¬ 
fore the attack. 

"There was a thread of in¬ 
telligence reporting that groups 
in the environment in... eastern 
Libya were seeking to coa¬ 
lesce, but there wasn't anything 
specific and certainly not a 
specific threat to the consulate 
that I'm aware of," the general 
said. 


Israeli leader demands Iran 
'red line' at UN 



UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
Israeli leader Benjamin Ne¬ 
tanyahu flourished his marker 
pen on the floor of the United 
Nations yesterday to draw a 
literal red line across Iran's al¬ 
leged nuclear ambitions. 

The dramatic intervention, 
in which he used a cartoonish 
graph based on a diagram of a 
bomb with a lit fuse to repre¬ 
sent Iran's enrichment pro¬ 
gram, was designed to under¬ 
score what he said was an im¬ 
minent threat. 

"The hour is getting late, 
very late," the prime minister 
declared, warning that Iran was 
on course to enrich enough ura¬ 
nium to arm a nuclear device 
by as early as mid-2013, and 
demanding that the world inter¬ 
vene to halt it. 

"At this late hour, there is 
only one way to peacefully pre¬ 
vent Iran from getting atomic 
bombs — and that is by placing 
a clear red line on Iran's nuclear 
weapons program," he de¬ 


clared, deploying his red pen. 

"To be credible, a red line 
must be drawn first and fore¬ 
most in one vital part of their 
program — on Iran's efforts to 
enrich uranium." 

Citing reports from UN nu¬ 
clear watchdog the Interna¬ 
tional Energy Agency, Netan¬ 
yahu said that Tehran had al¬ 
ready amassed 70 percent of 
the enriched uranium that it 
needed despite international 
economic sanctions. 

Netanyahu was apparently 
referring to a report from the 


IAEA in August that said Iran 
had stockpiled 184 kilos of 
uranium enriched to a 20 per¬ 
cent level, which must be fur¬ 
ther enriched to 90 percent 
purity for use in a bomb. 

The Islamic republic says it 
needs to enrich the uranium to 
the 20 percent level for a me¬ 
dical research reactor, but Is¬ 
rael and much of the West 
worry it will be put back into 
the centrifuges and refined to 
weapons grade. 

"By next spring, at most by 
next summer at current enrich¬ 
ment rates, they will have fin¬ 
ished the medium enrichment 
and moved on to the final 
stage," the Israeli leader said, 
referring to the process of cre¬ 
ating bomb fuel. "From there 
it's only a few months, possi¬ 
bly a few weeks, before they 
get enough enriched uranium 
for the first bomb. Nothing 
could imperil our future more 
than an Iran armed with nu¬ 
clear weapons."

OSLO (AFP) - The Rafto 
Prize, a Norwegian human 
rights award, was awarded to 
Nigerian environmentalist 
Nnimmo Bassey yesterday for 
his campaigning on behalf of 
victims of climate change and 
environmental damage. 

"Nnimmo Bassey links 
human rights to the climate by 
demonstrating how climate 
change has the greatest effect 
on the world's most vulnerable 
people, the very people who 
have contributed least to the 
problem in the first place," the 
Rafto Foundation said. 

Heading up several envi¬ 
ronmental organisations, 54- 
year-old Bassey has been a 
vocal champion of the rights of 
people in the Niger Delta, a re¬ 
gion heavily polluted by oil 
production. 

Life expectancy in the area 
is only 41 years, compared 
with 48 years in the rest of 
Nigeria, which is Africa's 


biggest oil producer, the foun¬ 
dation noted. 

"By awarding its annual 
prize to Nnimmo Bassey, the 
Rafto Foundation underlines 
how the challenges we face re¬ 
garding climate and the envi¬ 
ronment also have a human 
rights aspect," the foundation 
said. 

Bassey told AFP in Lagos, 
Nigeria's economic capital, 
that the award was important 
because it stressed the link be¬ 
tween environmental rights 
and human rights. 

He pointed to the example 
of impoverished Niger Delta 
residents who live amongst gas 
flaring and polluted waters that 
used to be fishing grounds. 

Bassey's group Environ¬ 
mental Rights Action has been 
the most prominent tracking 
pollution in the delta recently, 
issuing detailed reports when 
spills are reported and pressur¬ 
ing the government and oil 


firms to take action. 

He said the struggle for im¬ 
provements in the delta has 
seen some progress in recent 
years, but still has an ex¬ 
tremely long way to go. 

A landmark report from the 
UN's environmental agency in 
August 2011 said decades of 
oil pollution in Ogoniland, part 
of the Niger Delta, may require 
the world's biggest clean-up. 

"One year has passed and 
the government is still sleep¬ 
ing," he said of the release of 
the report. 

Bassey said government 
agencies must be strengthened 
— both with enforcement pow¬ 
ers and equipment to carry out 
their jobs — in order to prevent 
pollution and properly investi¬ 
gate when oil spills occur. 

The prize sum of $20,000 
will be awarded to Bassey on 
November 4 in Bergen in 
southwestern Norway. 


TIKRIT (AFP) - Militants 
seized control of a prison in the 
Iraqi city of Tikrit last night 
after fierce clashes with guards 
that left at least two dead and 
allowed some prisoners to es¬ 
cape.

Uruguay poised to legalize 
abortion 



MONTEVIDEO (AFP) - 
Uruguay is set to become only 
the second Latin American 
country to legalize abortion, 
after a vote in its legislature 
giving a woman the right, 
under certain conditions, to 
terminate an unwanted preg¬ 
nancy. 

Uruguay becomes only the 
second Latin American coun¬ 
try to legalize abortion, after 
Cuba in 1965. English-speak¬ 
ing Guyana approved it in 
1995. 

The legislation approved on 
Tuesday, which would legalize 
abortions in the first 12 weeks, 
drew criticism from some sup¬ 
porters of choice who say it 
does not go far enough. 

It also was criticized, how¬ 
ever, by abortion opponents 
who insist that all life is sacred 
— including a fetus in its first 
trimester of pregnancy. 

The bill, inspired by similar 


legislation in place in some 
European countries, would 
allow a first trimester abortion 
only after a woman has con¬ 
sulted a team of three medical 
professionals on the potential 
risks of terminating a preg¬ 
nancy. 

They also are required to ad¬ 
vise the woman about alterna¬ 
tives to ending the pregnancy, 
including adoption and social 
welfare programs that could 
help her to care for a newborn 
infant. 

At present, abortion here is 
punishable by nine months in 
prison for the woman and up 
to two years for the doctor per¬ 
forming the abortion. 

There are no statistics on il¬ 
legal abortions in Uruguay, a 
small country of 3.3 million 
inhabitants, but non-govern¬ 
mental groups estimate their 
number to be around 30,000 
per year.

Higher risk of divorce for 
couples sharing house¬ 
work: study 


OSLO (AFP) - Couples who 
share housework duties run a 
higher risk of divorce than 
couples where the woman 
does most of the chores, a 
Norwegian study sure to get 
tongues wagging showed on 
Thursday. 

The divorce rate among 
couples who shared house¬ 
work equally was around 50 
percent higher than among 
those where the woman did 
most of the work. 

"The more a man does in 
the home, the higher the di¬ 
vorce rate," Thomas Hansen, 
co-author of the study entitled 
"Equality in the Home", told 
AFP. 

"In these modern couples, 
women also have a high level 
of education and a well-paid 
job, which makes them less 
dependent on their spouse fi¬ 
nancially. They can manage 
much easier if they divorce," 
he said. 

There were only some mar¬ 


ginal aspects where re¬ 
searchers said there may be 
cause-and-effect. 

"Maybe it’s sometimes seen 
as a good thing to have very 
clear roles with lots of clarity 
... where one person is not 
stepping on the other's toes," 
Hansen suggested. 

In Norway, which has long 
tradition of gender equality, 
childrearing is generally 
shared equally between moth¬ 
ers and fathers (in seven out of 
10 couples), said Hansen, 
speaking notably from a park 
where he was minding his 
children. 

But when it comes to 
housework, women in Norway 
still account for most of it in 
seven out of 10 couples. 

The study also pointed out 
however that those women 
were largely satisfied with the 
situation, and their overall 
happiness was very close to 
those women who lived in 
"modem" couples.

WIKI LEAKS NEWS - Julian Assange claimed in a live video address broadcast during an 
event parallel to the United Nations General Assembly on Wednesday that Bradley Man¬ 
ning, the U.S. Army soldier accused of providing classified intelligence to WikiLeaks, has 
been tortured while imprisoned. Assange was careful not to confirm that Manning was 
involved in any intelligence leak -- the words "alleged" or "allegedly" appearing through¬ 
out the speech. He also accused the U.S. of excessively prosecuting whistleblowers, 
while calling on the American government to "cease its persecution of WikiLeaks, to 
cease its persecution of our people and to cease its persecution of our alleged sources." 
Assange fears extradition to Sweden would mean being sent to the U.S., which he claims 
has secret charges against him relating to WikiLeaks 1 release of classified American mil¬ 
itary and diplomatic cables. The U.S. has denied those claims, but a report from the Syd¬ 
ney Morning Herald claims that the United States has classified Assange and WikiLeaks 
as "enemies of the state."

Sculpture taken by Nazis 
likely made from meteorite 



The ’’iron man” statue is 
thought to be a depiction of the 
god Vaisravana, the Buddhist 
King of the North, aka the 
Hindu deity Kubera, report 
German researchers led by 
Elmar Buchner of the Univer¬ 
sity of Stuttgart. The statue 
was probably carved about 
1,000 years ago.The re¬ 
searchers started testing the 
statue’s origins in 2007 after its 
auction to a collector, who al¬ 
lowed it to be tested. 

The sculpture, it turns out, 
was probably carved from a 
15,000-year-old meteorite, re¬ 
searchers report. 

Complicating the investiga¬ 
tion, the 23-pound ’’iron man” 
has a peculiar history. A Ti¬ 
betan expedition organized by 


Nazi SS chief Heinrich Himm¬ 
ler and led by zoologist Ernst 
SchAnfer discovered the statue 
in 1938. The expedition prob¬ 
ably brought the statue to Ger¬ 
many because of the swastika 
carved in its center, a good 
luck sign that existed in Ti¬ 
betan culture long before the 
Nazis appropriated it as the 
symbol of their racist ideology. 

Chemistry tests show the 
statue’s iron matches frag¬ 
ments of the ’’Chinga” mete¬ 
orite field found near the 
Tibetan-Mongolian border in 
1913 by gold prospectors, the 
study says. A large chunk of 
that meteorite — the third 
largest known from the mete¬ 
orite field — was probably 
carved into the statue,

Jobless claims fall by 26,000 



Applications for jobless benefits decreased 26,000 to 
359,000 in the week ended Sept. 22, the lowest since 
July, US Labor Department figures showed yesterday. 
Durable goods orders, a measure of demand for capital 
equipment and machinery like turbines, fell 13 percent 
in August, and the economy grew 1.3 percent in the sec¬ 
ond quarter, less than previously forecast, the Com¬ 
merce Department reported yesterday. 

Spain tightens austerity 
screw in 2013 budget 


MADRID (AFP) - Spain's 
government yesterday un¬ 
veiled a 2013 budget that tigh¬ 
tens austerity even in the teeth 
of growing protests, easing the 
path to a widely expected so¬ 
vereign bailout. 

The 2013 budget promises 
to meet Madrid's public deficit 
targets despite a deepening re¬ 
cession, a jobless rate of nearly 
25 percent and a surge in inte¬ 
rest rate payments on the na¬ 
tion's debt. 

Only old-age pensioners 
were spared in the slew of cuts, 
aimed at ensuring Spain com¬ 
plies with its commitment to 
the European Union to get the 
public deficit under control. 

"It is a budget for a period 
of crisis, but aimed at getting

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out of this crisis," Deputy 
Prime Minister Soraya Saenz 
de Santamaria told a news con¬ 
ference after a cabinet mee¬ 
ting. 

Defying growing market 
doubts, Spain vowed to meet 
its target of slashing the deficit 
from 8.9 percent of total output 
last year to 6.3 percent this 
year, 4.5 percent in 2013 and 
2.8 percent in 2014. 

"It is a major commitment 
to reducing the public deficit 
but also oriented towards eco¬ 
nomic growth and creating 
employment" Budget Minister 
Cristobal Montoro told a news 
conference. 

To stay on track with its 
deficit goals, the government 
introduces a raft of measures in 
addition to a previously an¬ 
nounced increase in sales and 
income taxes. 

The Popular Party govern¬ 
ment will start taxing lottery 
winnings above 2,500 euros at 
20 percent, extend wealth 
taxes for another year and curb 
corporate tax breaks for depre¬ 
ciation. 

To reassure markets of 
Spain's determination to meet 
its deficit-cutting targets, the 
goverment announced it would 
create an independent fiscal 
authority to check any budget 
slippages. 


Britain's Cameron warns Brazil 
against protectionism 


SAO PAULO (AFP) - Visiting 
British Prime Minister David 
Cameron, in an interview pub¬ 
lished yesteday, warned 
emerging power Brazil against 
protectionism and called for 
expanded bilateral trade, no¬ 
tably in the energy and bio¬ 
science sectors. 

"To try to isolate and pro¬ 
tect industry from competition 
can benefit the domestic indus¬ 
try, but this carries long-term 
costs and prevents the develop¬ 
ment of a truly competitive and 
innovative industrial base," ac¬ 
cording to excerpts in Por¬ 
tuguese of the interview with 
the daily Folha de Sao Paulo. 

Cameron, who arrived here 
yesterday after attending the 
UN General Assembly in New 
York, said he would deliver his 
anti-protectionism message 
when he meets with Brazilian 
President Dilma Rousseff in 
Brasilia today. 

Brazil has adopted stimulus 
measures to prop up its strug¬ 
gling domestic industry which

Cameron opened his visit in 
Sao Paulo, Brazil’s economic 
capital, where he will hold 
talks aimed at convincing cor¬ 
porate leaders that Britain is "a 
country worth doing business 
with." 

Accompanied by a large 
business delegation including 
British Trade Minister Stephen 
Green and Minister of State for 
the Foreign Office Hugo 
Swire, he huddled with Paulo 
Skaf, president of the powerful 
Federation of Industries of the 
State of Sao Paulo. 

In his interview, Cameron 
said one of his government's 
top priorities was to establish 
links with the world's fastest 
growing economies to spur 
prosperity at home. 

"Brazil is a country where 
Britain has not taken advan¬ 
tage of opportunities in the 
past," Cameron noted, pointing 
out that Britain supplies only 
1.5 percent of Brazilian im¬ 
ports compared with 6.4 per¬ 
cent by Germany. 

British exports to Brazil 
were up 15 percent year-on- 
year in the first six months of 
2011 and 10 percent in the se¬ 
cond half of the year, accor¬ 
ding to the Foreign Office. 

And Britain plans to boost 
its exports to Brazil to £4 bil¬ 
lion (five billion euros, 6.5 bil¬ 
lion dollars) by 2015, it added. 

"I want to show what 
Britain has to offer: expertise 
in some of the import sectors 


most important in Brazil such 
as energy and biological sci¬ 
ences, services we can offer in 
education, sciences, innova¬ 
tion," Cameron told Folha de 
Sao Paulo. 

But he stressed the need for 
"a stable, consistent and trans¬ 
parent business environment." 

"Companies need clarity, 
trust and the certainty that their 
investment decisions have a 
solid basis," he added. 

Brazil's state-owned energy 
giant Petrobras needs foreign 
investment and technology to 
meet the country's goal of dou¬ 
bling its oil production from 
around two million barrels a 
day currently to nearly five 
million by 2020, largely thanks 
to the pre-salt reserves. 

The National Petroleum 
Agency estimates that the huge 
pre-salt reserves, discovered in 
2007 off the southeast coast, 
could hold more than 100 bil¬ 
lion barrels of high-quality re¬ 
coverable crude and could turn 
Brazil into one of the world's 
top exporters. 

With the pre-salt, Brazil's 
crude reserves would jump 
from the current 13.9 billion 
barrels to 55 billion barrels, ac¬ 
cording to the Federal Univer¬ 
sity of Rio de Janeiro (UFRJ). 

British Foreign Secretary 
William Hague in January paid 
his first official visit to Brazil, 
Latin America's powerhouse 
which in December displaced 
Britain as the world's sixth 
largest economy,

ing since the Dalai Lama for¬ 
mally withdrew last year 
from political duties to focus 
on his religious obligations. 

Xi Jinping, who is ex¬ 
pected to be named as 
China’s president in an immi¬ 
nent leadership change in 
Beijing, has set off a ripple of 
speculation that he may bring 
about a change of policy to¬ 
wards Tibet. 

One reason is that Xi’s fa¬ 
ther, Xi Zhongxun, met and 
came to know the Dalai 
Lama in Beijing in the early 
1950s, before the Tibetan 
spiritual leader fled a failed 
uprising. 

Xi senior, a party official at 
the time, later became a liberal 
vice premier known to be 
sympathetic towards minori¬ 
ties, and Tibetan exiles and 
analysts raise the possibility 
that such thinking may have 
passed down a generation. 

”His father was familiar 
with Tibet and had an associ¬ 
ation with the Dalai Lama," 
Lobsang Sangay, prime minis¬ 
ter of the Tibetan govemment- 
in-exile, told AFP earlier this 
week. "Whether the son can 
be like the father is still to be 
seen," he told AFP. "Tibetans 
are always hopeful." 

Beijing insists that Tibet is 
an integral part of China and 
that the Dalai Lama is deter¬ 
mined to split the Himalayan 
region from the rest of the 
country — though he says he 
only seeks greater autonomy 
and religious freedom. 


DHARAMSHALA (AFP) - 
The Dalai Lama held out the 
possibility Thursday that an 
upcoming change in China's 
leadership offered the chance 
of a new approach in Tibet. 

"The new leadership must 
use common sense and a 
more holistic view to serve 
long term-interest. There is no 
other way," the spiritual 
leader said in an interview 
with the BBC. 

"Just using force, censor¬ 
ship and to remain a closed 
society is almost like suicide. 
Judging that way, I feel there 
is possibility of a real chance 
to change." 

The Tibetans' exiled politi¬ 
cal leadership said earlier this 
week that the region had been 
turned into a giant prison amid 


a spate of self-immolations to 
protest Chinese rule. 

Exiles are holding a four- 
day general meeting in their 
base in Dharamshala in north¬ 
ern India, the first such gather-

CHICAGO (AFP) - The 39th 
edition of golfs biggest team 
event gets under way at 
Chicago’s Medinah Country 
Club toay, in what is being 
billed as a tight match. 

A guide to the format used for 
the Ryder Cup match between 
the United States and Europe at 
Medinah Country Club from 
September 28-30:- 

MATCH PLAY 

All games are played under 
Match Play rules, where the re¬ 
sult of each game is deter¬ 
mined by the number of holes 
won. The order of play for the 
first two days is fourballs in the 
morning and foursomes in the 
afternoon. The final day’s play 
will be in Singles format. 

FOURSOMES (four 
groups of two two-man 
teams) 

’’Foursomes” play is a match 
where two golfers play to¬ 
gether against two other golfers 
and each team plays one ball. 
The golfers play alternate shots 
(player A hits tee shot, player B 
hits second shot, etc) until the 
hole is played out. Team mem¬ 
bers alternate playing the tee 
shots, with one golfer hitting 
the tee shot on odd-numbered 
holes, and the other hitting the 
tee shot on the even-numbered 
holes. The team with the better 
score wins the hole. Should the 
two teams tie for best score, the 


hole is halved. 

FOURBALL (four groups 
of two two-man teams) 

’’Fourball” play is a match in 
which each member of the 
two-man teams plays their own 
ball. Four balls are in play per 
hole with each of the four play¬ 
ers competing. The team 
whose player has the lowest 
score on that hole wins the 
hole. Should players from each 
team tie for the best score, the 
hole is halved. 

SINGLES (12 groups of 
two one-man teams) 

’’Singles” is a match in 
which one player competes 
against another player. A player 
wins the match when he is up 
by more holes than there are 
holes remaining to play. 
PAIRINGS 

Each Team Captain inde¬ 
pendently submits the order of 
play for his Team to the ap¬ 
pointed tournament official. 
The lists from each Captain are 
matched, resulting in the ’’Pair¬ 
ings”. Players in pairings can 
be modified by the Team Cap¬ 
tains only if a player is ill or in¬ 
jured. Pairings are subject to 
change and should not be con¬ 
sidered final until play begins 
for a particular match.

necessary," Indians execu¬ 
tive vice president and gen¬ 
eral manager Chris 
Antonetti said. 

"Manny's passion for the 
game, positive attitude and 
tremendous knowledge of 
baseball helped guide us to 
a number of high points 
during his tenure." 


NHL: 

Remainder of 
tuneups wiped 
out as talks loom 

NEW YORK (AFP) - Na- 
tional Hockey League offi¬ 
cials announced yesterday 
they were calling off the re¬ 
mainder of the pre-season ex¬ 
hibition schedule because of 
the ongoing lockout in a 
money dispute with players. 

The NHL had already 
called off all pre-season 
games through this coming 
Sunday as a result of the in¬ 
ability to sign a new collec¬ 
tive bargaining agreement 
with players to replace the 
one that expired September 
15. 

Talks between NHL offi¬ 
cials and the NHL Players 
Association were scheduled 
to resume today, the first ne¬ 
gotiations since the league 
imposed the lockout. League 
officials have kept the week¬ 
end open for talks as well. 

"We have agreed on an 
agenda of topics that we 
think can lead to productive 
discussions and agreement, 
and we hope that it will be 
constructive to the overall 
process," NHL deputy com¬ 
missioner Bill Daly said. 

"We're 100 percent fo¬ 
cused on not missing any reg¬ 
ular-season games and 
hopefully we can achieve that 
objective." 

The NHL's 2012-2013 
regular season is scheduled to 
start on October 11, meaning 
clubs would have less than 
two weeks to assemble teams 
and conduct workouts even if 
a deal should be reached this 
weekend. 

Players have received 57 
percent of revenues under the 
old deal while NHL team 
owners have pushed for as 
much as 57 percent for them¬ 
selves in a new contract in 
the wake of gains by owners 
in NFL and NBA lockouts 
last year. 

NHL revenues have 
grown from $2.1 billion to 
$3.3 billion since a lockout 
wiped out the entire 2004- 
2005 NHL season. 


Football: Terry gets four- 
match ban 



LONDON (AFP) - Chelsea captain John Terry was given 
a four-match ban by the Football Association (FA) after 
being found guilty of racially abusing Queens Park 
Rangers'Anton Ferdinand on Thursday. An FA statement 
said an independent regulatory commission had issued 
a suspension for a period of four matches and a fine of 
£220,000 ($356,722, 276,000 euros) pending appeal. 
Terry's representatives said he was "disappointed" by 
the decision and would consider his position before de¬ 
ciding whether to appeal. Terry had hoped his courtroom 
acquittal would be the end of the matter, as the FA's rule 
book states that the result of any previous legal action 
concerning the same matter will be "presumed to be cor¬ 
rect". He admitted in court he used racist language 
against Ferdinand but said he was merely repeating what 
he believed Ferdinand had accused him of saying.

Obama 'pleased 1 NFL referee lockout ended 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Na¬ 
tional Football League offi¬ 
cials reached a deal with their 
referees' union late Wednes¬ 
day to end a lockout and reg¬ 
ular officials were back on 
the field with a game yester¬ 
day in Baltimore. 

The settlement came 
about 48 hours after replace¬ 
ment officials botched a 
game-deciding call on the 


final play of a Monday night 
game to give Seattle a victory 
over Green Bay and pressure 
mounted upon the league to 
make a deal. 

"Our officials will be back 
on the field starting tomor¬ 
row night," said NFL com¬ 
missioner Roger Goodell, 
according to a statement on 
the league's website. 

"We appreciate the com¬ 


mitment of the NFL Referees 
Association in working 
through the issues to reach 
this important agreement." 

"Our board of directors 
has unanimously approved 
taking this proposed collec¬ 
tive bargaining agreement to 
the membership for a ratifica¬ 
tion vote," said union presi¬ 
dent Scott Green. 

Final details of the deal 
were not immediately re¬ 
leased. 

Replacement referees 
worked pre-season games 
and the first three weeks of 
the NFL regular season, with 
a growing number of com¬ 
plaints from fans, players and 
coaches about the fill-ins' 
performance. 

Officials called in from 
the lower-level collegiate 
ranks were struggling to keep 
pace with the speed and 
physicality of the NFL game. 

"Welcome back REFS 
glad y'all was able to get a 


deal done but thanks to re¬ 
placements refs 4 trying their 
best given da circumstances," 
said Buffalo Bills running 
back C.J. Spiller in a Twitter 
posting. 

Players' safety and league 
credibility were compro¬ 
mised, critics argued, and the 
final play of replacement 
players summed up the mess 
on Monday when one official 
signaled a touchdown and an¬ 
other an interception on the 
last play. 

The call was ruled a 
touchdown and a video re¬ 
view upheld the decision. 

However, television re¬ 
views replayed for days 
showed Green Bay defender 
M.D. Jennings outleaping 
Seattle receiver Golden Tate 
for the pickoff even though 
Tate also managed to grab the 
ball with his arms around 
Jennings. 

"It's something that unfor¬ 
tunately went against us, but 


we're actually moving on," 
Green Bay quarterback 
Aaron Rodgers said. "There's 
nothing we can do about it." 

Meanwhile US President 
Barack Obama is "very 
pleased" that the NFL has 
reached a deal with referees 
to end a labor dispute. 

"The president is very 
pleased that the two sides 
have come together to re¬ 
solve their differences and 
ensure that going forward, 
when we watch our favorite 
teams play in the NFL, we 
can focus on the players and 
the game rather on the offici¬ 
ating." 

Obama on Tuesday 
weighed in on the referee dis¬ 
pute personally, saying the 
end of Monday's game was 
"terrible." 

"I've been saying for 
months we've got to get our 
refs back," Obama said on 
Tuesday.
